WALKER TALKS OF THE SHORE LINE. 


Interesting Scientific and Historical Facts 
Are Set Forth. 


George T. Walker spoke in part as follows: 

In speaking of the lake front the question can- 
not be narrowed down to the small portion be- 
tween Madison and Twelfth streets, but must of 
necessity take in all that lies to the north and to 
the south and between Lincoln and Jackson 
Parks. In no other way can we arrive at any 
just view of the situation in all its bearings. 
And, first, let us see how this shore ground was 
made and where the shore line used to be. As 
many of yon know. way back in the ages it was 
at the elevation of ground sixteen miles to the 
south, now khown as Blue Isiand, and the inter- 
vening terri has been filled by the action of 
the current. ich has flowed with unceasing 
strength from the north to the south along each 
side of the lake and returning from the extreme 
southern point up through the center. This 
is a mysteriousagency andit is hard to give an 
intelligént reason for it and yet its existence is 
as sure as that weare’ all at this table tonight.

Merchants Who Fail at St. Johns, N. F., 
Increase the Financial Mess. | 

Sr. Jouns, N. F., Dee. 29.—Thorburn & 
Tessier, supplying merchants, assigned today. 
They are indebted to the Union Bank $300,- 
000. Thorburn, who is a director of ‘the 
bank, claims to possese assets sufficient to off- 
set the whole amount of’ the indebtedness.

—_ One of the Gang Killed. 

Just twenty minutes after the first murder- 
ous assault the same ruffians presumably en- 
tered the door of Austin McGrail’s saloon at 
No. 57 Huron, street. They stepped to the 


bar and ordered four glasses of beer, When. 


McGrail turned around after having drawn 
the refreshment he looked into the muzzle of 
a revolver and was astonished to hear the 
command: ‘Throw up your hands,” 

“ No, you don’t,” he said, ** Come, be good 
fellows and have another round a drinks with 
me. 9 

As he said this he reached henbdith the bar 
and seized hie own weapon, which was lying 
there, leveled it at the foremost of the men, 
and fired. The robber fell to the floor, shot 
through the breast. He died ulmost instant- 
ly. Before he fell, however, he discharged his 
revolver at McGrail, but the bullet weat wide 
of its mark. His three companions imme- 
diately turned and ran from the saloon, but 


shots at the saloonkeeper which were without 
effect. 

The dead highwayman, who bas not been 
identified, was taken tothe morgue. His 
revolver was taken to the Chicago Avenue 
Station and Inspector Schaack found one of 
the chambers was empty. McGrail was taken

German Diacontent Exemptified by the 
Acquittal of aa Editor Who Criticised 
‘the Utterances of the Kmperor—Reports 
Shew That Many Young Men Escape 
Military Duty~Christmas Celebration. 
(Copyright, 1904, by the Associated Press.) 

Buxtix, Dec. 29.—-Rumors are now in cit- 
‘culation to the effect Prince Hoheniohe, the 
Chancellor, only intended to act as ad interim 
Chancellor. The Emperor’s real choice for 
Chancellor is Count Botho za Ehienberg, 
whose disagreements with Caprivi led to. the 
latter’s resignation of the Chancellorship and 
the subsequent ministerial changes, including 
the resignation of Zu Eulenberg himself. The 
Freisinnige Zeitung directiy calls Zu 
Eulenberg Hohenlohe’s coming suc 
cessor. In the meantime, however. 
Hohenlohe, not feeling strong, has escaped 
from the turmoil and worry of office by seek- 
ing a refuge outside of Germany on the fine 
estate of his eldest son, at Podiebrod, 
Bohemia, where he has been spending 
Christmas. The Chancellor is trying to gein 
aid in his official duties by making his other 
son, Prince Alexander, his personal go-be- 
tween, as Prince Bismarck used Count Her- 
bert during the last years of his Chancellor- 
ship, Young Hohenlohe relinqu.shes his 
seat in the Reichstag for Aleace-Lorraine, 
gaining an influential oles at the Chancel- 
lerie, 

Not Punished for Critictsing William, 

The case of Engels, editor of the Ulmer 
Zeitung of Wirtemburg, although in iteelf of 
no great importence, is significant because it 
illustrates the present state of popular feeling 
in South Germany. Eagels wrote and pub- 
lished an article severcly commenting upon 
the recent public utterances of the Emperor. 
The editor of a newspaper at Constance, 
Baden, reprinted Engels’ article, and he is 
now undergoing aterm of imprisonment in 
consequence, while Engels, whose case, ac- 
cording to Wirtem>urg law, was submitted 
to a jury, was acquitted. The South German 
newspapers unanimously congratulate the 
jury on their verdict. 

Polish Socialists in Convention. 

An important convention of Polish Social- 
ists took place at Breslau this week. The 
delegates were sent from Berlin, Bresiau, 
Altona, Bremen, and the Rhenish Westphalian 
districts, as well as from Bromberg, Ratibor, 
and Posen. A resolution was passed to 
intensify Socialist agitation everywhere 
among the Poles, as their social and political 
interests are said to be those of the Socialists, 
wut not to touch their religious convictions.

BOOMS ON NEWS CARLISLE WILL RESIGN. 


Wall Street Mu«hes Up Stocks a Little, 
but Clonds Are Stitt Threatening. 

New Yor, Dec. 29.—-[Special.]|—The only 
gleam of sunshine penetrating Wali staeect at 
the close of the year is a report that Secretary 
of the Treasury Carlisle is gome to resign. 
Even this though isdoubted. The stock mar- 
ket was rushed up a littie today on the cheer- 
fulness of the rumor, but the boominess did 
not last long. The cloud of gold exportation 
still hangs over the street dense and threat- 
ening. Aside from the fact that our corpora- 
tions have been in the grip of almost unprece- 
dented bard times and have therefore not 
been making any money, much the most im- 
portant of all the factors in the financial 
world is this that has to do with the move- 
ment in gold. . Theories as to why this move- 
ment continues, what its chief cause may be, 
and all that sort of thing are inconsequential 
beside the dominating fact that the movement 
moves. 

The adminietration’s financial policy, what- 
ever itg merits or demerits may be from the 
philosophical standpoint, is a . pronounced 
and utter failure, It destroys confidence, it 
prohibits enterprise, it throttles every interest 
in the financial world. The New York bank- 
ers, who hurried a month or so ago to the 
Treasury’s relief, at the last moment taking 
the Carlisle bond issue, are now in high 
dudgeon. They are loaded with the bonds 
which, however strenuously they try, are not 
to be marketed on any basis which will let 
the syndicate out whole. This rather depress- 
ing state of affairs is all laid by the bankers 
at the door of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
He is accused of bad faith in bringing forward 
with a rash the administration scheme of 
‘*eurrency reform,” which incidentally pro- 
poses to flood the market with loads of more 
bonds. Inasmuch asit now seeme probable 
that long before any currency bill can be put 
through Congress we shall find the adminis- 
tration confronted with the necessity of issu- 

ing more bonds this outbreak by New York 
bankers has in it more consequence than - 
ordinarily might be attributable to such an 
incident. 

At this late day New York ia likely for rea- 
sons of experience to fail precisely into line 
with the example set by Chicago and so much 
reviled by the “ patriotic’’ bankers of the 
East when Mr. Carlisle swooped down for his 
first $50,000,000. Patriotism mixed with 
business has sometimes the smack of adver- 
tising in it; and some advertising proves 
mighty expensive. 

‘Europe Sells American Securities, 

It is useless to try to disguise the fact that 
Europe continues to sell American securities. 
The chief provocation on the other side is the 
National Treasury policy here, and the general 
currency situation is unsettled and uncertain. 
The most cheering development so far 
as money-making by any of our corporations 
is concerned is in the anthracite coai quarter. 

‘The big producers and carriers of anthracite 
have finally come into a common-sense com- 
bination acting under the counsel of . Presi- 
dent Roberts of the Pennsylvania railrgad, 
whose good offices in this: matter were re- 
ferred to in these dispatchesa couple of 
weeks ago as sure to bring profitable results.

Origin of Whist. 

The English nationa) card games whist is, 
according to ‘**Cavendish,” who opens the 
book with an historical chapter, an evolution 
of “trump” which was originally played by 
the lower classes.

“trump” is derived from the French 
word “triomphe,”’ the game of trump hav- 
ing been in the French “la triomphe.” 
The’ game of whist is not mentioned by 
Shakspeare, nor by any writer of the Eliza- 
bethan period. The game of trump, how- 
ever, is mentioned by Shakspeare. The game 
is called by him “triumph”; and from this 
circumstance, and also from its bemg intro- 
duced as a punning allusion, the passage 
might be read over and over again without 
the intention of the writer being noticed .ex- 
cept by those who recognize in the word 
‘triumph ” the old speliing of “ trump.”

only known copy of the genuine first edition 
is is the Bodieian Library at Oxford. The 
book appeared just in the nick of time, when 
card-piaying was the rage and -when whist 
was rapidly rising into repute. It ran through 
many editions and was a lucky. hit for both 
apthor and publisher. Hoyle,in his most 
sanguine mood,-cou!d scarcely have imagined 
the success which awaited his modest but in- 
valuable work. He could hardly have ex- 
pected to be ranked among English classics 
and to become indispensabie to every well- 
furnished library. He could never have 
hopei to be sung by the ts, nor for whist 
and Hoyle ‘to be coupled with Troy and 
Homer; yet no less a bard than Byron has 
decla 
Troy owee to Homer what Whist owes to Hoyle. 

Hoyle was an authority, or rather the au- 
thority, fromthe moment of his appearance: 
and his laws remained the authority until the 
yeur 1864. That year gave birth to a new 
club code; which, however, secatcely alters any 
of Hoyle’s laws, but adds the traditional laws 
that have accumulated since his day. 

Hoyle did munch more than give a printed 
existence to the laws of whist. He. applied 
mathematics to games, and esvecially to the 
game of whist, and so raised it to the digniiy 
of a scientific game,

| FALSE AND TRUK FRIESDS OF LABOR: 


A number of cranks, malcontents, and 
Socialists calling themselves People’s party 
men have had a meeting at St. Louis and 
have adopted a resolution in which they as- 
sure Debs, Howard,etc., of “our apprecia- 
tion of the heroism they have shown in de- 
fending the rights of American workmen and 
upholding American institutions.”” The day 
prior to that, Carroll D. Wright, the United 
States Commissioner of Labor, said in an 
address regarding the Chicago strike: 

It demonstrated to the satisfaction of the 
public at large the right and the power of the 
Federal Government to send troops into a State 
for the purpose of protecting Federal interests, 
whetber that protection was or was not asked for 
by the State Government. It has emphasized 


the power of the Federal Government to protect 
its great interests in the transportation of mails. 


Manifestly Mr. Wright is not of the opinion 
that Debs and his chums upheid American in- 
stitutions or defended the rights of American 
workingmen. He is a safer guide for the 
laboring men than the St. Louis blatherskites 
and incendiaries. The latter never have done 
anything for the workingmen. They have 
never added a cent to their wages. They have 
never gotten them out of a scrape. They 
have never given them anything except bad 
advice. Mr, Wright, on the other hand, has 
shown on many occasions that his sympathies 
are with the laboring classes. He has not 
only written but he has acted in their behalf, 
He has settled labor controversies. These St, 
Louis cranks have provoked them often but 
settled them never. 

One of the rights of an American woking: 
mén is to send and receive letters through the 
mails. Another of his rights is to ‘travel 
trom. place to place within the United States 
without molestation or hindrance whenever 
he pleases. One of the rights of every Amer- 
ican citizen is to ship goods from one State 
to another without interference. The rail- 
roads are his carriers, built to serve that 
purpose. By the institutions of this country 
the protection of American citizens, whether 
millionaires or workingmen, in the enjoy- 
ment of these rights is intrusted to the Na- 
tional Government. To it and not to the 
States must the citizens look for the unim- 
peded transportation of the mails and the 
carrying on of inter-State commerce. 

Some law-breakers, headed by Debs and 

Howard, making this city their field of opera- 
tions, endeavored .to prevent the transporta- 
, tion of the mails and of inter-State freight 
and succeeded therein for atime. The atten- 
tion of the United States Court having been 
called to this it notified the chief rioters and 
their accomplices to stop. They, emboldened 
by the success they had had thus far, defied 
the court and said they intended to continue 
tram pling on some of those rights of American 
citizens which are under the edtantis Bistec. 
tion of the General Government. 
. Then the‘court appealed to the President of 
the United States, who sent some of his po- 
licemen here for the purpose of enforcing the 
laws. They were given orders nét to shoot 
unless they had to, but they were instructed 
to uphold the rights of the people and Amer- 
ican institutions. And thus it was ** demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of the people at 
large,” as Mr. Wright says, that the Generai 
Government had the right and the “pewer to 
send troops into Illinois or any other State to 
protect Federal interests without the permis 
sion or even against the wishes of Altgeld or 
' any other Governor. 

If President Cleveland had not done what 
he aid he would have been deserving of im- 
peachment. He sent but a few troops here. 
Had they not been enough it would have been 
his duty to send more. If the conditions had 
required it he had the authority to call out 
the uniformed militia of all the States. He 
could have ordered them here from Maine and 
Louisiana, Had there not been. enough of 
them he could have called out every arms. 
bearing man in the United States, 

If the General Government did not have 
the power to secure obedience to its laws it 
would not be a government worth having. If 
it has been put in charge of inter-State com- 
merce and the transportation of the mails, 
but has no power tosecure that commerce 
against molestation or to have the mails car-

And they should under- 
stand that their rights, as well as those of 
other American citizens, were upheld by the 
Federal troops who came here last summer, 
and that if those troops had not been sent 
here Debs, with the passive support of Altgeld 
and of Hopkins, would have dealt the free in- 
stitutions ot this country a blow which might 
have been a deadly one. 


pastas nth ATTACK ON LABOR. 

The resolubi prepared by Judge Trum- 
bull for adoption by the * People’s party’ 
form a curious declaration of “ principles” 
whether taken separately or all together, The 
first resolve is that: ~ 


. Human brotherhood and equality of rights are 
cardinal principles of true Democracy, 

The fifth declares that: 

To check the rapid absorption of the wealth of 


the country and its perpetuation in a few hands 
we demand the enactment of laws limiting the 


Amoutit of property to be acquired by devise ‘or | 


inheritance. 

Ard the ninth presents the following gran- 
diloguent sentences to be inscri on the 
banners of the party: 


Down with monopolies and millionaire con- 
trol. Up with the rights of man and the masses. 


There are two great principles that. govern 
this country, and in all other communities 
they govern in exact proportion to the degree 
in which the people are civilized... These are 
the right of free competition and the right of 
free accumulation. The, first is the one on 
which war is being made by the advocates of 
the railroad pooling bill. The second is one 
which Judge Trumbull would like to see 
knocked down and badly crippled by his pro- 
posed limitation. His object ise to break 
down the big fortunes. 

The Judge does not tell how the poor man, 
in whose interest he professes to be acting, is 
to be benefited by making war on wealth. 
He should ask himself who are the men that 
acquire the big fortunes which are the objects 
of his especial attack. To such a question his 
legal mind hardly could avoid replying that 
they are the captains of industry, the men 
who have set others to work, furnishing the 
capital or the brains, or both, to employ large 
numbers of toilers in productive proeesses, 
and accumulating large amounts of money as 
remuneration for the use of money or the ex- 
ercise of skill and energy without which there 
would have been no men set to work and no 
product to increase human comfort, He 
would have to admit that the principle of free 
accumulation has furnished the spur for active 
exertion for the real benefit of society by men 
who would not have been incited to use their 
capital or brains productively were that spur 
absent. If he would look around him he 
weuld see that it is the large accumulations 
of capital which most widely and effectiyely 
employ labor and pay it wages, so that a big 
capital may truly be described as a large la- 
bor fund, which gets and keeps at work great 
numbers of people who have not the ability 
or skill to work productively unless capital 
furnishes them with tools and material and 
directs their labors. 

The Judge does not say what he considers 
to be a large fortune. Let tus suppose the 
man objected to as possessing one is the own- 
er ofa million dollars, That is sufficient to 
set a thousand men to work, each productive 
toller requiring on the average $1,000 to 
keep bim profitably employed. For every 
$1,000 of additional capital he sets one other 
man to work. Bat if the effort of Judge 
Tram bull to prevent accumulations beyond a 
certain point were cursed with “ success”’ 
that employer would not try to put addi- 
tional men to work. On the contrary 
he would be tempted to curtail his 
operations, and might stop empioymg any 
but a stnall aggregate of labor. Would that 
benefit the toiler? Supposing that in conse- 
quence of such action, or by the assessment 
of big taxes on capital, as proposed by the 
Populists, with whom the Judge is training, 
the employer’s capital were reduced from 
$1,000,000 down to $800,000. Then he 
would have to discharge 200 men, and this 
would mean that 200 other toilers in other lines 
would be rendered idle, because it is well 
known that every man at work requires .an 
aggregate of other labor equal to that of one 
man to supply his wants. 

That would mean diminished production 
and this necessarily would cause diminished 
consumption. Ifthe rule were made gen- 
eral, affecting all the “rich employers,”’ the 
result would be ** hard times,”’ a cuttmg down 
of wages for the toilers who managed to get 
work, and misery and despair for the many 
who could find nothmg to do because the 
energy and enterprise of the employing class’ 
were discouraged by the operation of the laws 
which Judge Trumbull fancies he wants to 
see placed on the statute books of the nation. 
Then the wages of the reduced number of 
toilers would have to be taxed for, the support 
of the others, for under our modern civiliza- 
tion we could not allow people to starve in 
the streets and die of cold on the doorsteps 
of men less unfortunate than they. Yet the 
consumption of thé unemployed would be 
vastly less than if they were at work. 

The workingman is benefited by good wages 
and steady employment, and it conduces to 
these highly desirable conditions to allow the 
captains of industry, those who have. the 
faculty of managing great enterprises, to op- 
erate without the hampering limitations 
which are in line with the suggestions: made 
by Judge Trumbull. To say to these men 
that the moment | they begin to accumulate a 
little more capital than their neighbors they 
shall be made to yield up that little, or 
much, is to throttle and stifle the 
efforts they otherwise would make to set 
men to work at good wages. It would end 
their usefulness, and practically wipe out 
their abilities as employers of human labor. 
A community is best off when there is the 
greatest amount of productivity, because that 
and active consumption always go hand in 
hand. But Judge Trumbull’s scheme would 
cut down production, and therefore necessa- 
rily reduce consumption, thereby lessening 
the comfort of the people. It would operate 
in the reverse direction to their real interests, 
which are best subserved when free com peti- 
hon and free accumulation are recognized 
as the right of every member of the com- 
munity. 

The Judge is to be pitied. He-has utterly 
failed to take account of the well-known fact 
that ** riches take unto themselves wings and. 
fiy away” without the aid of special laws de- 
signed to dissipate them, that the big fortune 
is apt to be scattered into many hands by the 
death of the , and that even -if 
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for “free coinage at the ratio of 16 to Lode 
shows that he does not know what is good for 
the. toiler.

After a hurried giance at the bigness of the 
city he has made up his mind that the offer 
of a small public building was too little.

This is indeed a glittering bribe. If're- 
elected he will get from the General Gov- 
ernment—which he has under bis thumb—the 
money wherewith to extend the deep-water 
1 navigation of the drainage channel from 
Lockport down the Illinois River to1ts mouth 
and then on down the Mississippi to Memphis. 
That would be glorious. Then vessels laden 
with the products of the Orient would sail 
through the Nicaragua Canal up the Missis- 
sippi and the Iilinoie and unload their spices, 
teas, and silks on the wharves along the Chi- 
cago River. 

While he: is about it Cullom might just as 
well promise to provide ocean steamer navi- 
gation between C oand the North At 
lantic. Then vessels on their way from 
Liverpool to Hongkong would sail rght past 
Chicago and the commercial importance of 
this city would be increased enormously. 

But before Chicagoans jump enthusiastical- 
ly at this seductive offer they should ask them- 
selves whether Cullom, like Satan on a cer- 
tain occasion, is promismg something he can- 
not deliver. To maintain a permanent 
navigable channel with 18 or 20 feet of 
water in the upper and rapidly-flowing part of 
the Illinois would take a great many million 
dollars. To provide one in the lower Illi- 
nois would be a most expensive undertaking. 
How much it would cost to make and keepa 
permanent deep-water channel in the shifting 
bed of the Mississippi is something no man 
has dared to put into:figures. 

Cullom should have asked the General Gov. 
ernment for the hundreds of millions his 
great waterway would cost at a time when 
the Treasury was flush and money was being 
thrown away. The Treasury is lean now. It 
cannot pay ite debts without borrowmg. The 
surpluses of other years will not return fora 
long time, if ever. There is no reason to be- 
lieve that Culiom if reélected could get an 
appropriation even for a survey to find out 
how much hie waterway would cost. There- 
fore Chicagoans should decline politely these 
castles in the air he offers them for their sup- 
port.

The necrological list of 1894 contains an 
unveually long array of names of persors 


eminent in the ‘various departments of the 


world’s industries. Literature has lost Con- 
stance Fenimore Woolson, one of the best 
of our women novelists, whose name is fa- 
miliar to all magazine readers; George W. 
Childs, the philanthropist and newspaper pub- 
lisher, an enlightened patron of books and 
authors and a stanch frend of the printer; 
Dr. W. F. Poole, the foremost of American 
librarians, whose work was specially iilus. 
trated in the organization of the Newberry 
Library in this city; Prof. William Robert- 
son Smith, an Oriental scholar of rare at- 
tainments; Dr. Philip Spitta, who has en- 
riched musical literature with his colossal 
work, the *' Life of Sebastian Bach,’’ as well 
as with numerous essays; Hénry Morley, the 
English essayist; Edmund H. Yates, equally 
celebrated as critic, #0rrespondent, and 
author; Prof. W. D. Whitney, the eminent 
philologist of Yale College; Walter Pater, 
one of the most charming of modern essay 
writers; Celia L. Thaxter, the New England 
poetess of the ocean; Prof. H, K. Brugsch, 
the Egyptologist; Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
the Autocrat and humorist of world-wide 
fame; James Anthony Froude, the historian ; 
and Robert Louis Stevenson, one of the most 
popular novelists of the day, who died in his 
far-away Samoan bome, mourned by thou-

FOOTBALL RULES IN INDIANA. 

The attitude of the Presidents of Indiana 
Colleges towards football as an intercollegiate 
game does not offer any ground for serious 
protest except in one or two minor particu- 
lars. In a general way football is withdrawn 
from the list of athletic games until it is 
modified ina satisfactory manner. That is 
right. The modification required is an ab- 
sence of mauling and slugging. That will 
make it a gentlema,’s game and will not de- 
tract from its athletic character, Ihe resolu- 
tions also provide for a committee of the 
faculty to have charge of all athletic games. 
As the faculty has charge of everything else 
pertaining to the college there is no sufficient 
reason why it should not have charge of the 
athletic exercises, so long as those exervises 
take place during the coilegiate terms. 

The rulés also bar out those who arenot 
regular students, graduate students for more 
than two years immediately following the 
date of graduation, professional athietes, and 
persons receiving compensation for playing. 
The outcome of this resolution will confine 
the game to bona fide students, and this is 
right. Every one must pay his own way. | 
This isa harsh and unjust regulation, as it 
will bar poor students from playing. The 
rules further provide that no student shall be 
permitted to participate in any intercollegiate 
contest who is reported to any professor as 
not doing satisfactory work at any time 
during the athietic season. It is gerierally 
conceded, ‘except by football fiends, that the 
primary object in sending a student to col- 
lege is to furnish him an education which 
shall help him make his way in the world. 
Kicking football and breaking collar bones 
is not usually regarded as part of a student’s 
education. So long, however. as he main- 
tains the standards required by the college 
curriculum there is no reason why he should 
be debarred from the game. If he is not, 
however—if he is falling behind in the educa- 
tional race—then it stands to reason that he 
should be disbarred, and should be given the 
fullest and freest opportunity to educate his 
head and use his brains instead of devoting 
his time to the education of his heels and 
using his fists. 

The remainder of the rules provide that no 
student shall play in any game under an as- 
sumed name, that all games shali be played 
on grounds either owned or controlled by one 
of the colleges participating in the contest, 
and that the elections of managers and Cap- 
tains of teams in each college shall be subject 
to the approval of its Faculty Committee on 
Athletics. Summing up the new regulations 
in the fewest possible words their purpose is 
to do away with needless brutality, to vest 
the control of the game toa large extent in 
the hands of the college authorities, and to 
make it strictly an intercollegiate game by 
keeping outsiders and professionals out of the 
teams. Most important of all, the rules show 
a determination on the part of the officials 
that athletics shall not be allowed to encroach 
upon the standards of scholarship or interfere 
with the legitimate duties of the student. 


THE NEW POSTOFFICE, 

The letter from Congressman Bankhead, 
which was printed in the last issue of THs 
Taisune, is distinctly encouraging as regards 
the erection ofa new Postoffice Building in 
this city in place of the present in- 
secure and inconvenient struéture, He 
is of opinion that he can get an assign. 
ment of time for the consideration of the bill 
and that the present House will not be s 
strenuously economical that it will give the 
next House, which doubtless will pass the bill, 
an opportunity to claim the credit for such a 
public improvement as the new Postoffice in 
this city would be.

They make their living by root 
down through the snow to the _— 
shrubs, It should be remembered in this 
part of the park there are large areas of “hot 
country ’’ on which the snow does not lie to 
any great depth. This is why the park is so 
remarkable a harbo for great game, 
Were the snow all over region as deep as 
we found it everywhere except on the 
country, no’ game whatever could live there. 
This is the only part of the Rocky Mountains 
wheré such areas of warm ground exist, and 
that is the only reuson why there are buffalo 
— alive in the National Park or anywhere 
else, : 


It is an open question whether, even under 
the new and efficient law protecting the park, 
the buffalo will not after all be extin- 
Ne ar asaspecies. It is lamentably true 

without doubt more than one poacher 
had been at work among the buffalo of the 
park within/the last year, On our last day 
on the Hayden Valley we found the earcasses 
of eigh< buffalo buried deep beneath thesnow, 
undoubtedly the work of some poacher who 
had killed them early in the winter. All the

We. now devoted ourse!ves to a few days of 
thoroughly enjoyable sightseeing among the 
geysers of the Firehole basins, and truly 
enough found that, as Billy Hofer had said, 
we had saved the best till the last. Hofer 
and I went to the Upper Basin, a journey of 
about nine miles, one beautiful day, and I 
think I shail never in my life forget the 
startling scenes which this geyser-land in 
winter presented us. The whole course of the 
Madison River, with its hundreds of hot gey- 
serettes cutting out fantastic figures from the 
heavy snow masses which lined its banks, was 
one continuous dream of beauty. The for- 
ests were white and radiant in the dazzling 
winter sun, and when we reached the great 
Upper Basin of the geyser field it seemed to 
us that every geyser of this world-renowned 
collection was do its best to show that nat- 
ure was holding holiday of her own here in 
the heart of the great continental range. . 

We visited ali the well-kgown geysers, the 
Castle, the Beehive, the Lion and Lioness, 
Giant and Giantess, etc., etc., and last of all 
of course the aptly-name favorite, Oid Faith- 
ful, which latter we saw play majesticaly a 
dozen different times before we left the upper 
valley. Old Faithful is magnificent in the 
summer time, butin the winter, time, when 
its tremendous tower of white water and still 
whiter steam is thrown radiant and ee 
into a keen air which’ congeals into\ frost an 
icy water each outer particle of the thinner 
spray, Old Faithful is more than magnificent, 
more than majestic, more than overwhelm- 
ingly aud unspeakabiy beautiful and im- 
pressive.

Thetrail from the Fount- 
tain in to Norris has some rather 
ugly runs for the skis, some of the 
hills being very sharp and with sudden curves 
which the ski man is obliged to take. In the 
dark when we were unable to see any dis-

Do not ac- 
cuse me of being prejudiced. | That orguniza- 
tion begot.another on the other side known as 
Bushwhackers, whose mission it was to de- 
mand an eye for aneye and a tooth for a 
tooth. They earried death in their hands and 
were deafto appeals of mercy. It was a bit- 
ter, unrelenting, unholy warfare, It crept in 
the brush and fired without the formation of 
line; it exchanged no prisoners and it buried 
no dead. 
“This guerrilla warfare went on until the 
women sickened and died or disappeared in 
disguise for safety, Some of them never 
caine back; some passed the remajnder of 
their days in a madhouse, and some years 
later skeietons of some’ were found in the 
hollow trunks of trees.

AT was the condition of Cass 

66 County when the men who had lived 
through. the war, those who went 

{mtd the conflict*from that county, 


returned. Some of them never heard of the 
fate of their families. Some of thém never 
could teil where the ‘corners’ of the oid 
farm were. Some of them,-wasted and war- 
worn, spirit-broken and utterly abandoned, 
tarried a few days,and turning their steps 
westwatd disappeared. The condition of 
things made the State a byword, and some of 
the people who lived there al ways referred to 


it as ‘Poot Old Missoury.’ ‘. 
“Tt was so until a few years ago,’ in- 


terrupted the reporter who had worked on 


the Globe-Democrat under McCullagh. The 
editor of that enterprisingmewspaper had ap- 
plied the epithet for political purposes, and it 

stuck as if it hadbeen tarred. 

‘“ You must not ask me how it was,” con- 
tinued the story-telier, *‘ that civilization re- 
turned, nor how the soil began to give sus- 
tenance, nor how some ‘amilhes were re- 
united. nor how speculators went into the 
country, nor how business gradually resumed, 
Ido not know.

The London Tailor’s Way. 


What does theartistic English tailor do for 
the would-be Well-dressed man? Well, he 
looks him over, lets him choose what type of 
coat he likes, and then gives his advice. For 
the credit of his business, he will prefer to 
drape the: cloth to a poor figure rather than 

d, and I will say that the drape will always 

eep shape where the pad will crease. If one 
shoulder is a trifle lower than the other he 
will put in a pad at the side, extending iow 
down, so as to show ae little as possible, but 
be will not pad if he can heip it, and only 
then to fill ollows, not to build a surface. 
If the customer: is pigeon-breasted, as they 
say over there (hollow-chested), with the 
shoulders turned right in on the chest, he will 
tell the customer that he should wear as 
much as possible a coat thatis not buttoned. 
This is beCause the coat can beso cut as to 
drape the sides of the chest, and the hollo wness 
will scarcely be perceptible unless the coat 
is thrown back. If the shoulders are badly 
bent (a very rare thingin young or middle- 
aged Englishmen) he will suggest a Prince 
Aibert coat and the skirts of tms will be cut 
so as to hang plunb, and notatan angle of 
forty-five degrees from the rear.to the front, 
and this coat, while it can be buttoned, is not 
intended to be worn so, By this means the 
tailor will hide the defect to @® great extent, 
and, as long as the clothes last just so long the 
drape will be in its place unless, of course, the 
wearer varies very much in girth. The clothes 
will be cut large to the figure, to give perfect 
ease of movement and to avoid wrinkles after 
short wear. A double-breasted sack coat 
would scarcely be made by a good firm fora 
short man if he were to order it. The tailor 
would remonstrate with him, tell him. plainly 
that it would make him look ridiculous, and 
the man would, nine times-out of ten, take 
the tailor’s advice and either order a outaway 
or a Prince Albert. Where style (that god of 
the metrorolitan American) comes in contact 
with suitability in England it is invariably 
thrown tothe wall by the well-dressed En- 


- glishman. 


Now About Trousers. 


‘* Trousers—it should be noted that the critic 
called them ‘pants’—are a vital item, the 
most conspicuous part of a man’s dresa, tf 
your legs are of the New York type, which I 
am sorry to have to describe as overhung at 
the knees, like a groggy cab horse's, why, you 
will geta fitail right, for the great bulk of 
the tailors who make trousers up to $15 ap- 
pear to have but one ideain this city, and 
that isastruight line from the thigh to the 
foot.
